The  United  States  Forest  Service  Is  divided  into  ten 
regions,  nine  In  the  United  States  and  the  tenth  in 
Alaska*  I>urlng  the  forest  fire  season,  reports  are 
made  daily  to  headquarters  in  Washington  from  the 
Regions  where  fire  conditions  are  most  hazardous. 

A few  days  ago  a lengthy  wire  was  received  from  one 
of  the  western  regions  of  the  forest  service,  Indicatin 
the  number  of  fires  burning,  the  forest  and  weather 
conditions,  and  the  prospect  of  future  fires.  When 
the  message  was  laid  on  the  desk  of  an  official 
closely  connected  with  the  Region,  he  said;  *Thia 
is  the  worst  report  I have  seen  in  ten  years,. 

Throughout  the  western  forests  there  has  been  little 
rain  during  the  spring  and  summer-p  a large  number 
of  Incendiary  fires  have  been  started,  and  many  more 
have  been  caused  by  sheer’  carelessness^.  But  any 
fire,  large  or  small^  is  a menace  to  forests^ 
wildlife,  private  property  and  even  to  human  lives. 

The  United  States  Forest  Service  asks  you  to  cooperate 
in  preventing  the  destruction  of  our  forests  and  the 
disaster  of  forest  fires  by  being  careful  with  any 
kind  of  fire  when  you  visit  the  forests.
